1 . The references cited in the IDS filed on 12/16/2010 have been considered. 

2. The Applicant has submitted a large number of references for consideration by 
the Examiner in the I DS filed on 1 2/1 6/201 0. The Examiner notes that the 
references submitted generally appear to be prior art which is cumulative that 
has been already been considered on the record. For Example Xie, Alex J. US 
patent no. 4768023 teaches Diaper Wetness Signaling System.

generating a second message conditioned on the rate control indicator indicating 
at least that the rate control command will be generated and issued. 

The following limitations are not found in the prior art of record, 
particularly, none of the prior arts of record teach nor fairly suggest, 

generating a first message comprising an acknowledgement indicator and a rate 
control indicator, wherein the rate control indicator indicates at least whether a 
rate control command will be generated and issued: and 
generating a second message conditioned on the rate control indicator indicating 
at least that the rate control command will be generated and issued. 

7. Claims (2-5) depend from claim 1 . 

8. Claims 6, 10, 19, 20-23, 40, 41 and 54-64 have similar allowable limitations as 
per claim 1 . 

9. Claims (7-9) depend from claim 6. 

1 0. Claims (1 1 -19) depend from claim 1 0. 

1 1 . Claims (42-53) depend from claim 41 . 

1 2. Claims (65-79) depend from claim 64.
